Most of the rust damage which 
occurred last year in Alberta was 
directly attributed toimproper farm- 
ing methods. Varieties which were 
not rust resistant were seeded around 
the first of June, and these fields, 
because of their Jate maturity, were 
seriously damaged by rust before 
they were ripe. Had these fields 
been seeded at the normal time of 
seeding, early in May, they would 
have been ripe before any damage 
had taken place. In a normal 
season, these late seeded crops would 
have been frozen by early fall frost. 

Rust never has been, nor is it like- 
ly to be, a serious problem in the 
msjer portion of Alberta. For that 
reason it would not seem necessary 
to replace standard varieties with 
rust resistant sorte. The varieties 
now in general use in Alberta can be 
depended on to give the usual results 
in yield and grade, In districts 
where it is believed there is a danger 
from rust epidemics, a rust resistant 
variety such as Thatcher, Apex or 
Renown might be tried.

DANGER FROM BURNS 


About 45 per cent. of fatal burns 
ocenur during the first five years of 
life. Why is this? Chiefly because 
of the carelessness of parents, nurses 
and servants. Three out of five 
death-dealing burns oceur in women 
and girls From the fourth to the 
thirty-fiftth year, there is a relatively 
high death rate in females, Between 


thee ages of five and nine, twice as 
many girls as boys die from burns. 
After thirty-five there is a higher 
death rate from this cause in men 
than in women.
